The makers of bogus butter have al- 


ways had a strong point in their favor 
in their war upon the dairymen in the 
fact that their simulated product waa 
more agreeable to the senses than the 
common grades of butter, and was not 
so repulsive in its use as an article of 
food. It mnst be admitted that fresh 
butterine and margarine are free from 
tlto serious objection which appertains 
to poor butter on account of -its rancid 
odor and disgusting taste, and are pre- 
sented to the public in a very agree- 
able form. This fact has given much 
advantage to the fraudulent butter- 
makers, and had they honorably and 
honestly put their products on the 
market as what thoy really are, they 
would have met with no serious oppo- 
sition from the dairymon. On the other 
hand, they would have had such a 
market as they could have made for 
themselves without interference from 
any person. But even then they would 
have do doubt driven ftom the market 
that grade of butter which is known as 
country store butter, and which is 
necessarily put through a process of 
deodorizing, cleansing, mixing 
and 


milling before it can be offered for sale. 
This product is a .stigma upon the dairy 
on account of its wretched quality, but 
what is more it is a groat loss to the j 
farmers who make it, for it is sold for j 
one-half or less of the- value of ordinary | 
good farm dairy butter. It is a serious 
iiucstion, which should be well 
dis- 


cussed for the benefit, of those con- 
cerned, how tltis product ran be bel- 
tcrcd in, quality and increased in value. 
It is made by those farmers who 
keep a few cows only and 
have 


not enough butter to pack into tubs in 
the usual manner and to store it .until 
the fall. Two or-three cows only are 
kept, and the butter from these, with 
tlio eggs from the poultry, are traded 
uff at the country stores for the family 
groceries and somo dry goods, shoes, 
etc. 
The store-keepers who handle 


this butter are to blame for much of its 
poor quality, for the reason that they 
pay no more for the good which comes 


• in than for the worst, although they 


I are careful to dispose of the best at 


I higher prices to favored purchasers 
' who ask to have it kept for them. 


The butter brought to the stores in 


rolls, or cakes, in small quantities of a 
few pounds and varying from the pal- 
tist yellow of the imeolored to the deep 
orange tinted of the high colored, is all 
iningledin amass until enough is accu- , 
mulatcd to put it through the mill in j 
which it is ground and squeezed into a j 
thread}-, stringy condition so as to mix ! 
it sufficiently to get the color even. 
The butter is washed and rcsalted with 
a mixture of salt, saltpeter and sugar, 
or with some patent deodorizing sub- 
stance having borax for its basis, and 
is then packed for market. Perhaps 
this is the best that can be done with it, 
and the store-keeper who gets a fail- 
profit on each side of the trade is satis- 
lied. But the farmers, who are the 
losers, should be informed how they 
may do better. The creamery system 
has worked a great and favorable 
change in this 
respect. 
Where a 


creamery lias been established the 
farmers have doubled their income 
from their cows. Instead of getting 
ten to twelve cents or less a pound for 
their poor butter in trade they have re- 
ceived twenty or twenty-two, less the 
cost of collecting the cream and 
mak- 


ing

even atllucncc. Clearly the introduc- 
tion of the creamery system is one way 
out of this poor store butter business.

Then to provide better facilities 
for caring for the cows, milk and 
i-ream, and to adopt the best methods 
of making butter. System is the great, 
tliino; wanted, from the stable to the 
i-liiirn.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE

PROCESSES NOW EMPLOYED. 


The Method, of GoupH, In r»rJ«-Q«H«_.-

The most common forms of reproductive 


art nowadays are those based on photog- 
raphy, awl tt may not be generally known 
that the most extensive concern in the 
country that is devoted to this kind of 
work is lonbcd In Brooklyn 
The com- 


t>anv who controls the.se works and give 
emplovmenttoa considerable number of 
operatives, bome of whom are to te re- 
8-arded as artists rather than mechanics, 
for into the finishing and printing of the 
plates taste as well as skill must enter 
The house of Uoupil, in Paris, has until 
recent years enjoyed almost a monopoly 
of photogravure, and its work has celeb- 
rity for strength and clearness.

Gounil process is a secret, hnt it is evi- 
dent from the length of time taken to 
nrepare a plate, and from the appearance 
of sundry lines and markings that would 
not commonly show in » solar print, that 
handwork is nearly as important ft fac- 
tor as chemical evolution.

here in Brooklyn finishes a plate in as 
many hours as days are taken by the 
Goupil firm, and the results are in many 
instances surprising. 
Advances in the 


art are still to be made, but there is a 
broad foundation to work upward from. 


There are dozens of names for what is 


substantially the same process—the photo- 
type 
photoprint, mosstype, iilbertype, 


artotype 
lichtdruk, 
lu-liotype, carbon 


print, autoglyph, Ives process, Meteen- 
bach process, photo lithograph, photo 
caustic print, photo gelatine print, photo 
engraving, zinc etching and photogra- 
vure 
The action of light on sensitized 


gelatine or other material is the occasion 
of all these forms. 
Gelatine is made sen- 


sitive by treatment with bichromate of 
potash, which likewise renders it Insol- 
uble by water, anil in this condition it 
will "take" grease, when that is applied, 
but when a gelatine sheet is placed under 
a photographic negative the effect of light 
striking through the glass lu to close the 
pores of the gelatine and burden it, anil 
where light does not act the gelatine be- 
comes soft and absorbent. 
After the 


sheet has received the impress from the 
negative it greasy ink will adhere to the 
hard portions, while the sponge areas, 
being kept moist with water, refuse it. 
You apply your ink, lay a piece uf paper 
on it, stamp it, the ink cornea off on the 
paper and there is your picture—a hello- 
type, In commercial phrase.

This process is much the same a» lith- 


ography, but the lithographic stouo holds 
grease only where there" are decided lines, 
while gelatine receives the impress of a 
hundred Krailatious of light and shade. 
Photography is applied to sti.no printing 
where anything Is to he re]) resented by 
clean masses of black and white, and it is 
therefore useful for copying maps, plans, 
tracings, ink drawings, designs, miniature 
calendars, papers anil catalogues, line <>u- 
gravingH, autograph letters, anil so on. 
In that ease paper coated with gelatine is 
printed on t>y u negative, an in the raws 
of nn ordinary photograph, nnd the grease 
taking lines are transferred txxlily to the 
stone. When the ink lines are transferred 
to Him- instead of stone and the exposed 
portions of the metal are eaten down by 
and, leaving the lines in relief, a plate is 
made that is similar to a stereotype, and 
this farm is commonly used for cheap il- 
lustrations in daily papers. 
A plaster 


cast may be taken Irom a gelatine im- 
press after the lines have set, and from 
this may be made u metal plate that will 
print what aru called photo engravings. 
For a photogravure bichromntlzed gela- 


tine is mixed with saud or emery dust, the 
picture is thrown ou it from a negative, 
the grease taking lines harden, the light 
portions lire swollen with water and a 
copper shell is deposited on it as <in electro- 
type. The sand gives a grain to the sur- 
face and holds the ink whc.ru it is desir- 
able to impart n half tint. 
In tho Hands 


of a skillful printer a proof photogravure 
can be made almost as strong as an etch- 
ing, as it is easy to wipe out the high 
lights until they lire represented by the 
actual whiteness of the paper that re- 
ceives the print, vvliilu tones and masses 
of shadow are obtainable by leaving Illms 
of ink of less or greater density on the 
metal surface.—Brooklyn Eagle.

woods. It is found that in some localities 
tho forests are now at the best age for pulp- 
ing purposes, and capable of yielding from 
40 to 120 cords per acre, if tho whole of thu 
timber were utilited. By mixing the pulp 
with clays, stealite, ubesto*, plumbago, mica, 
etc., substances of every poaible color and 
compactnesi may be produced. — Boston 
Transcript
